Pochow, Anhui, June 93.—Doubt- 
sless ours has -not-been unlike the ex- 
perience of many other places 
where famine prevailed, in that the 
chief subject and concern haa been 
the’ famine and relief, during the 
‘winter and spring, But it is good 
that a fine whent crop his now 
beon gathered and the needy are 
relieved, at least for a while, ‘But 
we aro far from the end ‘of the 
real suffering fram the distressing 
‘famine: « There is great fear of 
disease this summer and there will 
almost certainly be much suffering 
from hunger and cold next winter, 
And for trying to relieve that suf- 
fering there. -is already much con- 
cern. felt. ; 

So far as our locality was coan- 
cerned the necd and suffering were 
brought sbout by ‘three distinctive 
stages.

BOMBS” SENT TO 
COAL DEALERS. 


“PRESENTS” 1 DELIVERED 
le SAME MESSENGER. 


MYSTERIOUS ‘AFFAIR IN 
~SHANGHAT- ~~ 


Suananar, July 11. 

Two bombs, wrapped nicely in 
Chinese newspapers, were sent as 
“presents to two‘ Chinese cont 
dealers in tho Louza district early 
yesterday morning. Circumstances 
surrounding the delivery ofthe ex- 
plosives pointed to the same party 
behind the affair, Police were, 
‘however, puzzled as to mative 2a 
no clue had been’ found despite 
hours of work immediately after the 
receipt of tho informition, 

The first bomb wis delivered at 
the Yui Shing Coal Co, 448 
Peking Road ‘by. n Chinese coolic 
at Sam. The man carefi!ly hand- 
éd the parcel to a shop assistant 
with instructions to deliver tho 
pareel to the manager. Asked who 
was the sender and for what pur- 
pose the: parcel was intended, the 
coolio declined to revent anything, 
but replied that the manager knew 
the ‘whole thing.” No sooner had 
he concluded sbruptly the conver-, 
stition, then ho hurried to the street 
and walked .away quickly. 

Detectives of the Louza Police 
Station, immediately responding to 
tho alarm, yisited the shop and 
found the bomb on’ a table in the 
munager’s room. Except the ex- 
plosive, which is of-a hand-grenade 
type, no message ‘or warning was 
found in the parcel. | : 


The Second Bomb, 


Almost simultancously with the 
return of the detective party an- 
other bomb of tho similar type was 
brought into the station by a shop 
employee. According to the story 
he told the police, a Chinese coolio 
dclivered the explosive, which was 
wrapped in Chindsé. aewspapers, at 
his: employer's ‘at Yih Zung Shing 
Coal Co,;-502-3 Pao Kong Alleywway, 
Chekiung. Rond. The bomb was 
intended for the manager, but no 
warning whs attached to it or found 
in the parcel, It ‘was delivered 
at 6 a.m, 

* The same detective party visited 


the latter shop, and found, from the’ 


evidence given by the occupants, the 
messenger was the samu in both 
cases, Thongh it was a short dis- 
tance hetwetn the two places where 
the bombs were sent, onc hour 
elapsed between the delivery of the 
first and the second parcel. It was 
believed that the coolic, after hav- 
ing visited the first place, returned 
to the supplier for the second pareel 
hefore he could visit. the sceond 
shop, :

Ho 
advanced this point. only if the 
Court was against him on all other 
grounds. His case was that 830,000 
was the correct valuation.

The bridge was designed by Sir 
Reginald Blomfield ond erected by 
Messrs, Dorman Long, well-known 
engincers. ; 

Tho actual opening ceremony took 
a novel farm. After the King and 

ueen had signed the City Coun- 
cil’s records, His Majesty used tho 
pen to make an electric contact 
which caused tho barriers across 
the bridge to rise perpendicularly 
into the air, Union Jacks break 
ing from their tops, Thousands of 
school children .who lined the 
bridge burst .into cheers, while 
trumpoters of the Life Guards blew 
& fanfare, 

In an .address, the King recall- 
ed that since his parents opencd 
the former Lambeth Bridge 33 ycars 
ago, great alterations had occurred 
in tho sociul conditions of London. 
The population of tho vast area 
called Greater London had increas- 
ed by 3,000,000 and among other 
things, they had seen the advent of 


motor-cars. Fresh problems had been’ 


created for the local authorities by 
these changes. To guido and con-

After 14 ycars of unsuccessful and 
unrestricted Parliamentary Govern- 
ment, an incontestably clear, re 
gularly growing,.strong movement 
to the Right is taking places 
throughout the whole of Germany. 
Tho Contre, on which the last Gov- 
ernment relied, is collapsing. The 
Left, owing to the strength of the 
Communists, is incapable of gov- 
erning.
